Rural Planning 
And Development 


A New Report on Problems of. Vital 
and Current Intérest in Canada 


The latest report of the commis- 
sion of conservation deals with the 
‘important subject of the planning 
and development of rural districts 
and small towns in Canada. It has 
been prepared by Mr. Thomas Adams 
town planning adviser of .the ' com- 
mission, who has made a ¢lose study 
of the problems of rural develop- 
ment in this country during the past 
three years, following twenty-five 
years experience in farming, land 
surveying and town planning: in oth- 
er countries, 

The report deals comprehensivel 
with, the social conditions and teud- 
etfcies in rural areas and the prevail- 
ing-systems of land settlement-—and 
development. It iffdicates the rural 
problems requiring solution in order 
to secure the proper development 
and economic use of land for. pur- 
pose of efficiency, health, convenience 
and amenity. The great injury 
which land development in’ Canada 
suffers, from speculation, neglect “of 
public. health and want of expert 
usiness administration of land set- 
tlement, is considered. Incidentally, 
the problem of returned soldiers is 
dealt with, and the connection be- 
tween land- development and = such 
questions as taxation, unemployment, 
and high cost of living is clearly 
shown. 

Having regard to the need for 
more attention being given to pro- 
duciion in Canada; to the extent to 
which production is. impaired by 
speculation in land, by neglect of 
public health, and by haphazard sys- 
tems of development; to the import- 
ance of increasing the supply of hu- 
man’ skill and energy and.of capital 
derived from production instead of 
by borrowing; the problems dealt 
with in this report are of vital and 
current interest to the people of this 
country, 

There are five appendices by com- 
petent authorities, and the conclud? 
ing chapter gives an outline of pro- 
posals and makes general recommen- 
dations to cover the conditions as 
presented,

If this’isn’t taken by way 
of reprisal, then it is a shameful deed 
on the part of Germany, whith, can- 
not be surpassed ev in imagina- 
tion, The civilian population of Leke 
was evacuated three or four weeks 
ago, and now women and children 


are compelged to work at the con- 
crete dugouts of the village. 

“It is a shame that such steps 
should be taken, whether there -is 


reason for it or not. I am sute Of 
the facts which I state, for itis. my 
duty to take a gang of forty-seven 
women to Leke every morning and 
bring them back in the evening.” 

An illustration of the German dis- 
regard for the laws of war and hu- 
manity can be found in an incident 
which occurred the other night near 
Houtholst Forest. The British heard 
cries of “Stretcher bearers!” from 
No Man’s Land, It naturally was 
assumed that a wounded man was 
calling for help, and Red Cross bear- 
ers rushed out through the darkness 
to render assistance. They were 
shot down by German snipers, who 
used this ruse to entice them into the 
open, 

There have becn many other cases 
recently in which German snipers 
have shot down Red-Cross workers 
deliberately, despite the fact that 
German Red Cross workers have 
been permitted to work unmolested.

Whatever he may be at home, 
abroad the German is a Hun, a bar- 
barian. He murders, he pilfers, he 
defies and he destroys solely to profit 
himself. He does these things be- 
cause in the past he has profited by 
them. He can see upon the map 
written in German colors, the proof 
of the..wisdom of such policies,as he 
has pursued them in the past. And

Intrepid Airmen 


Turned an Accident to an Airplane 


to Good Account 

While there is plenty of excite- 
ment within call of the firing -lines 
for men of every branch ‘of the ser- 
vice from the full-fledged private. of 
an infantry regiment to the tireless 
Btretcher-bearcr, yet pilots and gun- 
ners of the air service seem to enjoy 
more than the average quota of 
thrills, How nonchalantly they re- 
gard their perils is seen in a letter 
recently reteived from a wounded 
pilot who writes to a friend in Van- 
couver as follows. 

“Two of our fellows had rather a 
Btartling adventure the other day. 
They left the acrodrome for a patrol 
stunt over the Boche lines, Seeing 
something back of the enemy posi- 
tions they flew down to get a closer 
look and soon came under the fire of 
some “archics.” Of course they paid 
little attention to the fire until a 
direct hit smashed the engine and 
the pilot had barely time to head | 
the ‘bus’ for home when most of the 
engine fell clear. He never lost con- 
trol for a minute but planed’ down 
As much in the direction of the Brit- 
ish lines as he could. They came to 
earth with a bit of a clash inside the 
Boche lines, but neither the pilot nor 
the observer was hurt. They nipped 
out of the ruined bus pretty quick 
and started running like blazes in 
the direction of. 

“There didn’t seem to be any 
Boches about when they came down 
and after running away for some time 
they stepped to have a_ breather. 
d-out of 
breath, they spotted a Sort “of erec- 
tion affair, banking and that sort of 
thin, covered with camouflage—look- 
ed like a big gun-pit.. They crept up 
closer to the pit and got near enough 
to hear the Boches talking, but not 
near enough to be spotted. It was 
a gun-pit and a jolly big one.at that, 
so they squatted there and then made | 
a sketch map of it, with a bearing 
or two to get the proper range. Aft- 
ér that they crept and ran and crawl- 
ed until they got to the bank of the 

Canal, They had to swim for it, 
and they took off as much dunnage | 
as they could—stripned to their 
shirts, and one of them stuck the 
sketch in his tobacco pouch to keep 
it from getting soaked. Then they 
started off to swim for it. As they 
left the bank a couple of Boche snip- 
ers got a bead on them and they div- 
ed for it. They swam under water, 
coming up for a breather now and 
then, with the Boche snipers blazing 
away ali the time. 

“When they got to the other side, 
there was a bit of a slope to get up, 
and then one of our own sentries 
started to fire at them...They didn't 
want to kick up too much of a row 
atid be pipped by the Boche = after 
getting so far, but they managed by 
signals to show that the sniper-chap 
had made a mistake and they got 
through all right. 

“The first thing they did, while 
still dressed only in wet shirts, was 
to get on the ’phone to our heavies 
and by the help of the infantry O. 
C.’s map to give the exact location 
of that big gun-pit,.as well as the 
two barrels. Next thing that hap- 
pened was a series of 
that gun emplacement, and the two 
snipers’ barrels sent sky-high. It was 
a complete w ash-out ‘for the Bocl :

9 To Be Checked Under Regulations 
By U. 8. Food Administration 


hoarding of food is to be 


iecked under regulations about to 
icd by the U. S. food adminis- 


tration in connection with its sys- 
tem of licensing all dealers. 


No licensee will be permitted to 
“keep on hand or have in possession 
or under control, by contract or oth- 
er arrangements, at any time, any 
food commodities in a quantity in 
excess of the reasonable require- 
ments of his business for use or sale 
by him during the period of 60 
days” or to “sell or deliver to any 
person any food commodities if the 
Neensee knows, or has reason to be- 
lieye that such a sale or delivery will 
give to such a person a supply * * * 
in excess of his reasonable: require- 
ments for use or sale by him during 
the period of sixty day$ néxt suc- 
ceeding such sale or delivery.” With 
respect to some commodities the lim- 
it is fixed at 30 days’ supply. 

Exceptions are made of commodi- 
ties which are produced in great 
abundance at certain seasons, such as 
fruits, vegetables, fish, poultry, ergs, 
dairy products, cotton seed products 
and others. These may be held in 
sufficient quantities to meet reason- 
able requirements throughout the 
period of scant or no production. 

Sales in excess of 60 days’ supply 
may be made for the use of the 
United States government or allies, 
or for cities and state governments, 

It is also provided that for seeding 
purposes food commodities may be 
stored longer than 60 days if notice 
is sent to the food administration, 

No licensee will be prevented from 
having on hand less than a carload 
of any commodity and in addition a 
carload in transit. 

These rules will not affect the val- 
idity of contracts made in good faith 
prior to October 15, but the licensee 
will be required to give the food ad- 
ministration copies of all such con- 
tracts which will not be fully per- 
formed on January 1, and on the lat- 
ter date further action in regard ~to 


| such contracts will be considered. 


| Raising of Root 
Seeds in Canada 


Can Be Successfully Grown and Net 
a Good Profit 


In 1915 Canada imported a total of 
1,927,313. pounds of turnip seed, and 
1,056,060 ater as of mangvl and beet 


ed t6"r Sp 

the import of inalwel cue beet seed 
to 636,797 pounds; and for 1917 the 
figures stand 291,379 for turnip secd 
and 891,677. pounds for mangel and 
beet seed. This means that Canada 
imported a total of these most im- 
portant farm seeds, in the years of 
1916 and 1917, which fallg short of 
the import of 1915 alone of, roughly 
one million pounds. It should be 
added that practically every pound 
of field root seed usedvin this coun- 
try is of European origin. 

In 1915 the Central Experimenta! 
Farm at Ottawa raised, from a field 
about 11-2 acres, a first-class mangel 
seed crop at the rate of about 1,150 
pounds of seed to the acre. Mangel 
seed was produced at the Experimen- 


|! tal Farm at Agassiz, B.C., at the rate 


of 2,100 pounds per acre, at the Ex- 
perimental Station at ‘Lennoxville, 
Que., at the rate of 1,150 pounds per 
acre and at the Experimental Station 
at Kentville, N.S., at the rate of 2,100 
pounds per acre. The same year the 
Experimental Station at Lennoxville, 
Que., raised swede turnip seed at the 
rate of close to 1,250 pounds to the 
acre, 

But what about the profit? Does 
ic pay the grower to raise that kind 
of crop? As antanswer, it may be 
stated that there was, according t3 
records kept, a net profit of about 
$80 per acre from the mangel seed 
crop at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, in 1915.* And this in 
spite of the fact that the men Landl- 
ing the crop were quite unfamiliar 
with the same.

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Sale of Schoo! Lands 


Some Remarkably High Prices are 
Obtained This Year 


Judging from eagerness of farm- 
ers in Western Canada to. secure 
more land, next year should see a 
large increase in the acreage under 
cultivation, Thanks to the high 
Frices they are obtaining for their 
products, farmers have now more 
money than ever they had before, 
and many are availing themselves or 
present conditions to increase the 
size of their holdings, During the 
last few days a number of sales of 
school lands have taken-place at vat- 
icus points in Saskatchewan, School 
lands, it may be explained, consist of 
parcels of land which have been re- 
served in nearly every township in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and originally comprised approxi- 
mately one-cighteenth of the entire 
area of the three provinces. They arc 
administered by the Dominion gov- 
ernment in trust, with the object of 
establishing a fund for educational 
purposes, and are disposed of by gale 
from time to time at public-auction, 
subject to a certain upset price, 

t the sales just held in Saskat- 
chewan some remarkably high prices 
for wild land in Western Canada 
were obtained. For instance, at No- 
komis, Saskatchewan, where the first 
of the series of sales took place, one 
parcel of 160 acres was sold for $76 
an acre, Other parcels were knock- 
ed down at $70, $67, $50 and $45 per 
acre. The total proceeds of this sale 
amounted to $770,000. At the sale at 
Young, Saskatchewan, the total pro- 
ceeds amounted to $515,768 from 154 
parcels sold. The highest price se- 
cured here was $54 an acre for 160 
acres near Viscount, Saskatchewan. 
At Morse, Saskatchewan, 155 parcels 
were disposed of for $350, 000, $45 be- 
ing the highest price per acre paid, 
while at Brownlee, Saskatchewan, 227 
parcels sold realized $838,000, the 
highest price per acre recorded be- 
ing $50. 

Land buying has not been confined 
to school lands, however, nor have 
these been the only lands to sell at 
prices above the average. Profitable 
crops, together with the desire of 
farmers to do their bit by producing 
as much as possible, have created 
great activity in the land business 
generally, and several pieces of farm 
land have changed recently at’ what, 
for Western Canada, are high prices. 
As in a number of cases, these lands 
had hitherto been lying idle, and they 
are now being bought for farming 
purposes; their sale will result in 
greater production. Among some of

Interesting the Children 


Seed Fairs are Popular During Wint- 
er Months 


Seed fairs have become one of the 
most important branches of agritul- 
tural cducation. In Saskatchewan 
they were begun seven years ago, and 
have increased in size and import- 
ance each year. This year forty of 
these fairs have already been arrang- 
ed for throughout the province. They 
will open about the middle of this 
nmionth and continue until the middle 
of June. In conjunction with them, 
poultry shows are often held, and 
sometimes live stock is exhibited, 

The college’ of agriculture sends 
two judgeg to each fair; one to ex- 
plain the formation about seed and 
other agricultural matters, the other 
to discuss live stock. The judges, 
who are graduates of the agricultural 
college, remain one or two days at 
each place, as the agricultural_ so- 

ciety desires, 

Interesting the clrildren is consid- 
ered a most important aim of these 
fairs, and the judges and school au- 
thorities co-operate to enable child- 
ren to take part in them, When a 
live stock show is held in connection 
with the fairs, children show animals 
they have reared themselves, Some- 
times they show a pig, a lamb, a colt 
or a calf. They keep charts show- 
ing when the animal eame under 
their care, its weight at that time, 
how it has been fed, and what it has 
cost for feeding. This. is what is 
called a completed project, and, it 
has been observed, a child can learn 
as much from one project as from 
several months at school.

Plans Mirrors to Blind Foe 


Invention Offered Is Is One of 10,000 
Schemes to Help U.S. End War 


Fifty new ways to end the war are 
proposed daily to the U.S. war de- 
partment, for that many military in- 
ventions are submitted cvery twenty- 
four hours and nearly every inventor 
claims his device will revolutionize 
warfare, Ninety-nine out of 100 are 
discarded as impracticable in the war 
emergency, but for the sake of the 
possibilities in the one all are wel- | 
comed. Here are a few of the de-, 
vites before the war department's | 
board of ordnance and fortifications, 
which gives preliminary  investiga- 
tions to inventions. , 

Polistied reflectors to throw °sun- 
light into the cyes of the enemy and 
blind him; claborated sling shots for 
throwing ‘bombs; land, torpedoes fe- 
sembling small tractor engines to 


plode in the enemy trench; aerial 
torpedoes to fly without a_ pilot; 
double shot connected by chains to 
entangle airplanes in the skies; 
propelling bombs resembling — sky- 
rockets; sabres with pistol attached 
to the hilt, to inflict double wounds; 
coats of mail, like medieval 
to make soldiers shed bullets like 
raindrops; hand grenades with trailer 
strings, the pulling of which causes 
explosion aftet the grenade lands in 
the enemy trench; centrifugal guns, 
which whirl bullets until they gain 
sufficient momentum and then feed 
them out in a steady stream; safety 
parachutes to allow aviators to drop 
from disabled machines; 
catapults for hurling trench bombs 
and smoke bombs to be thrown by 
charging infantrymen a moment be- 
fore the bayonets clash. 

Nearly 10,000 inventions have been 
offered the war department since war 
was declared. Many with strong elc- 
ments of merit’ are rejected because 
they cannot be adapted in short time 
to war exigencies.

Reflex of Good 
Prices for Produce 


Some Indications of Western Cana- 
da’s Prosperity This Year 


After a careful study of ayailable 
Statistical matter, a Winnipeg news- 
paper estimates that the cash returns 
which will be received by the farm- 
ers of Manitoba this year for their 
crop and produce will be between 
sixty-five and seventy- -five millions 
greater than last year’s. The largest 
| increase is in the wheat ¢frop, Which 
in 1916 is estimated to have yielded 
$46,722,588, while a conservative ‘esti- 
mate for the present year shows that 
the wheat crop in Manitoba should 
yield $199,239, 760, or nearly $153,000- 

0 more than in 1916. The latter 
estimate is based upon the price of 
$2.05 per bushel, which in view! of 
the fact that the wheat is grading 
high, seems a very fair basis for an 
estimate, The agreage in wheat this 
year is not so great as in 1916, but 
the average yicld per acre is almost 
stven bushels more. 


While the oat crop is not/so good 
this year as in 1916, the estimated 
yield being lower despite an increas- 
ed acreage, the increased price will 
make the value of the oat crop ex- 
ceed last year’s by more than five 
million dollars. 

Dairy products will show a mark- 
ed increase, and although it is yet too 
early to estimate the total cash re- 
ceipts for butter, cheese, milk and 
cream, it seems safe to say that the 
increase will be considerably more 
than $5,000,000. Last year dairy pro- 
ducts were. valued at $4,483,614, Man- 
itoba butter continues to be in great 
demand and the Montreal market in 
particular, is bidding for*every pound 
it can get. More than eighty cars of 
Manitoba creamery butter have been 
shipped east this year, and as each 
car represents $9,000 in cash, it is 
casy to realize the importance of the 
export butter industry to this prov- 
ince, which a few years. ago was im- 
porting the larger part of its own re- 
quirements. 

Equal conditions exist in Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. No better indi- 
cation of the general prosperity of 
the west can be given than is afford- 
ed by the present state of the bank- 
ing business. Winnipeg, which may 
be termed the gatewa¥ of the’ west, 
has stepped into the second place in 
the bank clearing returns of the Do- 
minion, running Montreal very close, 
In a recent week the figures. were 
nearly twenty-five millions anda half 
more ‘than Toronto’s, and only about 
five millions less than Montreal's.
